Tndeod there is every likelihood 
that the commerce of Kobo will be doubled 
in jen years. But this is almost wholly 
dopendent on the extension of the barbuur 
accommodation. Hyogo, which was 
always an important cereal market, has 
lately become practically the canire of the 
tice export trade, and. is olso o point 
whence large quautities of kerosene are 
distributed into the provinces, As Hyogo 
ia not a treaty port, however, its harbour 
cannot be used for foreign commerce, 80 
that rice for axport or kerosene that is 
imported must pass to and from Kobo, 
Gonds have to bo conveyed either by road 
or een between the two places, and as 
unfavourable weather returds or complete- 
ly interrupts transit, great loss and in. 
canvenience sre often experienced, On 
this aceonnt the merchanta of Hyogo are 
exceedingly desitous that that port should 
be opened to forsign trade,

THE TROUBLE WITH THE ME- 
“DIUM OF EXCHANGE.* 

Almost from the dawn of history 
the preciows metals have been used in 
two ways ; a6 x form of wealth, to hourd or 
to diaplay, and as u medium of exchange 
To the former capacity they atill hold then 
own in popular estimation among: the 
peoples of the Kast, but in the West. they 
have lost their. prediminence. A king’s 
wealth ia no longer counted by the. gold 
and ‘silvor in his strong-roum, and most 
men have got over the belief that o 
nation's wealth depends on ita importing 
gold ond ailver in return for the com- 
modities it exports, They know, when 
they slop to think, that the total value of 
the gold and silver thot make up ita 
currency is but a trifling part of ite 
aggregate wealth, and that an addition to 
the sum absvlutely required, instead of 
being 2 benefit, is an useless expense and 
otherwisa harmful. Nevertheless, 0 
strong are the old association, it‘is not 
easy to always bear in mind that, for us of 
tho Wort, gold and silver have ceased in 
tho main to be desired as an important 
item of wonlth, and remain but a con. 
veniont tool for the purposes of oxchango. 
If wo could only ull give up baing dis- 
honest, and inflaters of currency,, and 
counterfeiters, and tho liko, their intrinsic 
value might even be disfonsed with in tho 
tool, and a siwple agreement among man- 
kind conferring a fixed purchasing’ power 
on some token make it serve the purpose 
equally well. It ia, indeed, by no meang 
certain that silver may oot be completely 
ousted from its use as money by yold, or 
that gold may not itself be superseded in 
the future by some still mure serviceable 
coin yet to be discovered, or at ledst be 
deprived of a pert of its functions by the 
establishment of a multiple standard ; but 
for the present the tool we have tu. work 
with is gold and silver, 

Putting aside the minor requirements of 
money (‘ homogeneity,. divisibility, cog. 
nigubility, d&c.’), what would - be | best 
in, the tool is~that it should be ac 
unchanged standard of value’ for all 
time,; that, that’. there “should” bo 
an unvarying’ ratio between supply and 
demand, “This has not been true of the tool 
in the past; both: gold and silver having 
fallen greatly in their purchasing power uf 
commuditios in the Jast few centuries ; and 
taking into consideration the chances of tho 
disooyery of now wines and the failure of 
old, new miethods of production and of 
transportation, irregularities in the incraage 
of population and trade, aud a few other 
cayses not entirely onder our control, we 
may as well face the fact that we are nat 
likely to bring it abont, with the same ma- 
terjals, in the future, It is not obvious 
that it would help mattors to discard silver 
and use gold alone. When wa remember 
that ‘in tha twenty-five years following 
185), as mach gold was ziven forth. by. the
